EVENTS  OF  THE  WEEK  PAST 

SKILLFUL  MASAGEMJCFT. 

WANT  ■Ot-KS’  TIM*  *AT*D  TO  rASSKNOEtS  OS 
TBE  S.  T.  A  O.  L.  «.  *  *T  THS  OOOD  4PDOK- 
MSNT  OS  ITS  EMn.OTE*S. 

On  Sunday  evening  last  as  the  train  on  tbe 
New  York  A  Greenwood  Lake  R.  R.  which 
leaves  Jeraey  City  at  6:15  was  approaching 
Arlington.  Engineer  Wiggins  discovered  what 
he  at  first  supposed  to  be  the  meadows  burning, 
directly  along  side  of  tbe  rsita,  but  which!  aftet^ 
ward  proved  to  be  the  culvert  bridge  which 
croaaea  the  water  main  running  from  Belleville  to 
Jersey  City  wrapped  In  flames.  He  immediately 
reverted  hla  engine  aud  brought  the  trait*  con¬ 
sisting  of  four  passenger-car*  and  smoking- 
car,  to  a  standstill  before  reachlog  the  burning 
bridge-  Conductor  Charle*  Watkins,  Mho  is 
ever  cool  and  level-headeJ  In  an  emergency  of 
that  kind,  made  an  examination  of  the  bridge 
and  would  not  risk  the  peril  of  runniug  hla 
train  over,  but  with  Lbe  train-bands  act  toj  work 
to  subdue  the  fire.  There  being  do  w4er  at 
hand  the  eoglnecr  consumed  what  water  he 
could  spare  from  tbe  engine  tank,  but  |to  no 
purpose.  Conductor  Watkins  then  relumed 
bis  train  to  Bergen  Tunnel  and  secured  material 
and  men  to  repair  tbe  damage  caused  by  the  fire. 

Iu  the  meantime  Engineer  W right ner(  who 
was  waiting  at  North  Newark  tp  convey  tbe 
Orange  train  to  Its  destination,  received  orders 
from  tbe  general  office  to  proceed  to  () range 
and  procure  cars  and  return  to  Arlingion  to 
transfer  the  passengers  of  Couduetor  Watkins’ 
train.  This  be  immediately  did  and  arrtfed  at 
the  burning  bridge  before  the  arrival  pf  tbe 
construction  train.  In  compat  y  with  Civil 
Engineer  Owens  Engineer  Wrigbtner  made  an 
examination  of  tbe  bridge  and  found  thkt  the 
main  part  of  the  structure  bad  withstood  tbe 
force  of  tbe  flames.  He  then  procured  a|  torch 
front  tbe  engine  and  going  some  distant  along 
tbe  water  main  proceeded  to  break  a  joint  in 
the  pipes,  and  very  soou  an  abundance  of  water 
was  available  and  the  fire  was  completely  sub¬ 
dued. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  Conductor  Watkln4  train 
a  consultation  was  held  aud  it  was  decided  to 
risk  the  passage  of  tbe  train  over  the  fridge. 
Very  carefully  the  eogiue  waa  started  and  all 
prraeut  almost  held  their  breath  as  It  reached 
the  defective  part,  but  tbe  timbers  held  their 
own  and  the  whole  train  was  safely  carried  over 
ami  proceeded  on  its  journey,  reaching  Bloom¬ 
field  at  1 1 .90,  tour  and  a  half  hour*  bebifitl. 

The  Are  Is  supposed  to  have  resulted  from 
lbe  burniog  meadows  which  are  In  many  places 
on  lire  to  the  depth  of  from  three  to  flte  feet 
beneath  the  surface.  Much  credit  Is  due  to 
Conductor  Watkins  and  Engineer  Wrjgbtuer 
for  their  prompt  action  in  the  emergenejj.
